As I have announced we have been looking 
for a new place almost since we moved in to Maple Grove. The struggle is it 
appears we will not be blessed with another place comparable to our former 
building. Steve Ahern, a realtor and husband of Jackie Ahern has been tirelessly 
looking for us, as have several people in the congregation. What we have found 
though is that sites are limited. If we want a storefront then there are options, but 
the work needed for these places are astronomical as well as the price. Recently 
Maple Grove has been assimilated by Woodside Church. Last week Woodside 
approached me with a set of new rules and restrictions. To say the least we are 
extremely limited in what we can do. An example of this is the new requirement to 
move our Altar and pulpit every Sunday and having our signs covered on Sunday 
for Woodside's Worship time. To put it bluntly, "WE NEED TO GET OUT OF THERE." 
On that note though we have found an office space available off of Baldwin Road. 
The address is 911 Baldwin. The space is smaller than what we may be used to, but 
honestly, it is the best option. Needing to move and doing it soon, it is my goal to 
have a congregational vote to move to this space on the 25 th when we gather. With 
that in mind next week, we will have three times for you to come and see the 
space. Wednesday, October 14 th at 1pm and 6:30pm, and Saturday, October 17 th at 
lpm. We will have the building open for about an hour for you to come check it out. 
Please make it a priority to make it to one of these times so you can see the inside. 
Also, feel free to stop by and check out the building on your own. Many of the 
windows have open blinds. The unit we are looking at is the one that faces the 
parking lot. Moving here will also help us financially with lower rent and less 
expensive insurance. If you have any questions please call myself or anyone on 
council to learn more. Together we will move forward and with God on our side CTK 
will continue. Oh and did I mention we can go back to two services!!!
